THE WILLIAMS CASE. 


'HE PRELIMINARY EXAMINATION 


HELD YESTERDAY. 


Mrs. Lulu U. Williams and Marlon J. 


Buriilmm Charged With 


Murder. 


Yesterday morning before Justice Ans- 


in there was tho preliminary examina- 
ion of Mrs. Lulu May Williams and 
Marion J.Burnlutm, charged with tho 
wrder of Peter .S. Williams, husband 
f the first named defendant. 
The testimony differed in no material 


lointa from tho particulars of the affair 
s given in TIIK Rui'tim.icAN at tho time 
Irs. Williams and Buruham wore ar- 
csted. Frank H. Short appeared for 
lurnlmm, and Dante R. Prince for the 
voman. 
Assistant .District Attorney 


Valscr prosecuted. 
Tho first witness was L. H. Iliiycrofl 


of Malaga. lie was at tho Larscn lotlp- 
ng house on the night of September 
Oth, intending to sleep with Burn ham. 
When the shot that ended Williams' 
ife was 11 red witness was in a room 
iear by with a woman named Scnc. Ho 
ieard a scream in tho hallway and Mrs. 
Williams said "My GoUl Pole has shot 
ilmself." 


He saw a woman whom he believes to 


mvo been Mrs. Williams, struggling ir 
he hallway with a man. She seemed 
lysterical, and was taken into an ad- 
oininp room, the landlady appearing in 
the hull about that time. 


Dr. E. N. Russell, who attended the 


wounded man, tea ti lied that ho arrived 
at Williams' bedside about twenty min- 
xes after tho shooting. Williams was 
ying on the right side of the bed, on his 
back. Tho bullet entered the forehcat 
a little above the right eye, lodging 
against the skull on the other side ex- 
actly opposite tho point of entrance 
fhcro were no powder burns near the 
wound, and only a few on the neeV. A 
clean revolver and pure powder migln 
make such a wound if not held further 
away than a person might hold it who 
wanted to shoot himself. 


B. B. Scott, the next witness, heard 


,he shot. Ho went up stairs and sint 
Mrs. 
Williams struggling with two men 


one of whom was Lester Smith. 
He 


went into the room where Williams was 
ying and saw a revolver lying near the 
jod. Ho asked the wounded man if he 
was suffering much and Williams made 
ndistinct answer. Ho next asked Wil- 
iams if ho had shot himself, and re- 
ceived another indistinct answer. 


Coroner L. 0. Stephens related a con- 


versation between himself and Mrs 
Williams concerning tho arrangement! 
:or her husband's funeral. He asket 
lier if she wanted Williams buried in 
,hc Potter's field, and she answered yes 
She said she would not attend the fun 
oral and had no money to pay for his 
burial. Burnham came to the coroner's 
office later and asked that Williams be 
given a decent burial. Tho wound was 
i clean one, there being no powder 
burns anywhere but on tho neck. 


A. G. Larson said Mrs. Williams had 


bold him her husband was avcry jealous 
man and that she would not give him 
any cause for jealousy. 


J. G. Wofford, special officer, heard 


tho shot while near Ralston's saloon. 
As he was going up the steps at Larson's 
lodging house he met Burnham, who 
tola him some one was shot. Proceed- 
ing on his way, Wofford saw some per- 
sons holding Mrs. Williams. Burnham 
returned about that time and witness 
and Bnrnham went into Williams' room 
together. Tho light was turned very 
low. 


Williams was lying on the bed and 


and the revolver on the floor. Wofford 
asked Buruham to go for a doctor, mi! 
ho would not, saying he did not know 
where to find one. 
Wofford kept the 


pistol and tho next day Burnham aske< 
him for it. Bnrnham made tho same 
request upon subsequent occasions. Or 
one occasion Burnham asked Wofford 
whether ho had heard Williams say ic 
hud shot himself. 
Tho pillow on the 


back part of the bed did not have .the 
appearanco of having been lain upon. 


The court hereupon adjourned unti 


this afternoon at 2 o'clock, when teati 
mony of more importance will be intro 
duced by the prosecution.

Disaster.

Caves lit, Causing: a Loss 


of 5000,000. 


CIIYBTAL 'l^ALLS, Mich., September 


29.— The Mansfield mine, the only pro- 
lucer of Bessemer ore in the Crystal 


lere, caved in at 9 o'clock last night, 
>uryiug twenty-eight workmen and de- 
stroying $000,000 worth of property. 


Tho Mansfield working levels ran 


directly under the Michigan river and 
parallel with it for several hundred 
eet. The first level was thirty-live feet 
below the bottom of the river, and the 
ive lower levels ran parallel to the first, 
lie bottom one being 428 feet below the 
surface of the water. Tho live upper 
eve s were stopped in tho progress of 
•he work, leaving only timbers and pil- 
ars of ore to hear the mighty weight of 


The accident is supposed to have been 


caused bv the giving way of timbers on 
,he Jifth level, allowing those above to 
follow, and at last the river poured in 
upon the fated men. 


Forty-eight men who descended tho 


,wenty-eight perished. 1'he bodies can 
never be recovered. 


Most of the survivors were at work on 


t ic bottom level which did not cave 
w ion the levels above fell. The men 
iieard the crash of the cave and started 
[or a ladder way. All but four on this 
level reached the ladder way before tho 
torrent of water down tho shaft cutoff 
the avenue of escape. 


Tony Buletto, a skip tender, was 


standing with Frank Rocko, night boss, 
at the shaft on the fourth level. They 
lieard the crash and realized what was 
coming. Rocke went into tho drift to 
inform his men of tho danger and did 
not return. Buletto came to the surface 
in the skip alone. 


Andrew Sullivan, another night boss, 


was on the sixth level at the time of tho 
accident. Ho called his men to follow 
liim quickly. All but four men on this 
level reached tho ladder way in safety. 
As they ascended, however, they were 
nearly suffocated, so great was tho air 
Srcssiiro caused by the water pouring 


own tho shaft. They wore ablo to 
breathe only at each landing place and 
came to the surface more dead than 
a ive. 


Mine Inspector Roberts says his dep- 


uty had been employed in the mine aim 
md given the work his daily attention. 
Ho also says he visited tho mine person- 
ally at required intervals and tho proper 
amount of timber had been placed in 
position by the company. 


"This is a clear demonstration," said 


ic, "that tho timbering HyaLem in min- 
ing cannot be employed in that sort o 
ground. 
Tho company has taken al 


tho necessary precautions in tho conduct 
of tho work.'1 


Tho Mansfield was developed about 


tinuously since. Jt is estimated 200,000 
tons of ore wero in sight when the acci- 
dent occurred. Today it is a worthless 
pit, only marked by a small bay caused 
by the sinking from the natural lied ol 
the Michigan river.

ard will venture to claim that it has 
produced such a result. Ever since gold 
ivionometnliFin WBB introduced into this 
country, in 1873, prices of farm products 
have imclualed within a range wider 
than any that has been observed in pre- 
ceding periods covering centuries of 
time, upon the whole, the movement 
has been downward; and therefore it 
has been hurtful in ite effect upon pro- 
duccrs of wealth as well as upon all men 
who owe money. Tho cotton which sold 
for more than 19 cents a pound in 
1872 


brings lees than 8 cents m 1893. The 
wheat which was valued at $1.49 a 
bushel in 1873 has declined during two 
decades so that it is valued at 60 cents. 
The value of an acre's product ol wheat, 
which was $]5.M in I86ft-70, has fallen 
so that it ie now a little more than $3. 
The fall has been particularly great
